3 sts, k2tog, k1 . 

Rep Dec Row every other row 5 
(7, 9, 10, 1 1, 12) more times, 
then every 4 rows 0 (0, 0, 1 , 1 , 1 ) 
times. 50 (53, 56, 59, 62, 

65) sts. 

Stst even until armhole measures 
11.5 (12, 12, 13.5, 13.5, 14.5) 
cm, end with a RS row. 

Change to 2.75mm straight needles. 
Work Rows 1-10 of Rib and Garter 
patt once. (Establish Rib on Row 4 
(RS) as foils: PO (3, 2, 1, 0, 3), k2, 
*p2, k2; rep from * to end.) 

Work Rows 11-13 of Patt. 

Change to 3.25mm straight 

Stst even until armhole measures 
15 (16, 17, 17, 18.5, 19.5) cm, 
end with a WS row. 

Shape Neck 

Cast off 7 (8, 9, 9, 1 0, 1 1 ) sts at beg 
of next row (RS), then 2 sts at beg of 
foil 4 RS rows. 

Dec 1 st at neck edge on next RS 
row, then every other row 5 (5, 5, 

6, 6, 6) more times.29 (31, 33, 35, 
37, 39) sts. 

Work even until armhole measures 
same as Back, end with a RS row. 

Shape Shoulder 

Cast off from shoulder edge 4 (4, 5, 

5, 5, 5) sts 6 times then 5 (7, 3, 5, 

7, 9) sts once. 0 sts rem. 

SLEEVES 

With 2.75mm straight needles, cast 
on 66 (66, 70, 70, 74, 74) sts. 

Work Rows 1 -1 0 of Rib and Garter 
patt 3 times, then work Rows 11-13 
once. Piece measures approx 7.5cm. 
Change to 3.25mm straight needles 
and Stst. 

Next Row: RS -- K; Inc 10 (10, 10, 

10, 12, 12) sts evenly spaced. 76 
(76, 80, 80, 86, 86) sts. 

Work 5 rows even. 

Next Row: Inc Row - RS - K2, Ml R, k 
to last 2 sts, MIL, k2. 

Rep Inc Row every 1 0 (8, 8, 8, 8, 6) 



rows 8 (1 6, 10, 4, 1 , 1 4) more times, 
then every 8 (0, 6, 6, 6, 4) rows 6 
(0, 8, 16, 20, 11) times. 106 (110, 
118,122,1 30, 1 38) sts. 

Cont even until piece measures approx 
45.5cm, end with a RS row. 

Change to 2.75mm straight needles. 
Work Rows 1-10 of Rib and Garter 
patt once, then work Rows 11-13. 
Change to 3.25mm straight needles, 
Stst even until piece measures 51cm, 
end with a WS row. 

Shape Cap 

Cast off 8 (9, 1 0, 1 1 , 1 3, 1 5) sts at 
beg of next 2 rows. 90 (92, 98, 1 00, 
104, 108) sts. 

Next Row: RS - Dec Row - K1 , ssk, k 
to last 3 sts, k2tog, k1 . 

Rep Dec Row every other row 14 (15, 
1 7, 8, 9, 8) times, then every 4 rows 
0 (0, 0, 1 , 1 , 3) times, then every 
other row 0 (0, 0, 8, 8, 7) times, 60 
(60, 62, 64, 66, 70) sts. 

Cast off 2 sts at beg of next 8 rows, 
then 3 sts at beg of next 4 rows, then 
4 sts at beg of next 2 rows. 24 (24, 
26, 28, 30, 34) sts. 

Cast off rem sts, 

MAKING UP 

Block pieces to measurements. 

POCKET EDGINGS 

With 2.75mm straight needles and 
RS facing, pick up and k 35 sts along 
slanted edge of pocket, 

Beg with WS, Gtst 3 rows. 

Cast off. 

Rep for other pocket. 

Sew sides of Pocket Edgings to Fronts. 
Sew side and bottom of Pocket 
Linings to inside of Fronts. 

Sew shoulder seams. 

COLLAR 

With 2.75mm circ, RS facing and beg 
at Right Front neck edge, pick up and 
k 36 (37, 38, 41, 42, 43) sts up

Beg with WS, work Rows 1 -5 of Rib 
and Garter patt. 

Next Row: RS Row 6 of patt - 
Buttonhole row - Patt 3 sts, (cast off 
4 sts, patt 16 (16, 16, 16, 18, 18) 
sts) 8 times, cast off 4 sts, patt last 7 
(7, 7, 7, 3, 3) sts. 



Next Row: WS - Patt and cast on 4 
sts over each buttonhole gap.

straight edge remains straight along 
top of garment.

Row 1 : 3 ch, 2 tr, 2 ch into circle *3 
tr, 2 ch* repeat from * to * twice (4 
sets of tr) si st into 3rd ch. 

Row 2: si st across to 2 ch space, 
change colour to amethyst, 3 ch, 

2 tr, 2 ch, 3 tr into 2 ch space of 
previous row, 2 ch, *3 tr, 2 ch, 3 tr, 2 
ch* into next 2 ch space, repeat from 
* to * twice, si st into top of 3 ch of 
previous row. 

Row 3: si st across to 2 ch space, 
change colour to grape, 3 ch, 2 tr, 

2 ch, 3 tr, 2 ch into 2 ch space of 
previous row *3 tr, 2 ch into next 2 ch 
space, 3 tr, 2 ch, 3 tr, 2 ch into next 2 
ch space* repeat from * to * twice, si 
st into top of 3 ch of previous row. 

End off. 

MAKING UP 

Placing RS together of 2 squares for 
the border and using colour grape, 
dc into corner ch of both squares, 
dc into top of next 3 tr, 2 dc into 
next 2 ch space, repeat across top 
of square and dc into 2 ch space 
of corners. Join all border squares 
the same way. Placing the top of 1 
border square at right hand point of 
triangle, pin together and then stitch 
neatly using a ladder stitch. On 
the left side there will be 1 square 
that extends over the edge of the 
triangle. Securely sew in all ends.

Centre panel 

Using 4mm crochet hook and pacific 
yarn ch 4 and si st into the 1 st ch to 
form a circle. 

Row 1 : 3 ch, 2 tr into the circle, 2 ch 
*3 tr, 2 ch* repeat from * to * twice (4 
groups of tr), si st into top of 3 ch. 
Row 2: si st across to 1 st 2 ch space 
of previous row, 3 ch, 2 tr, 2 ch, 3 
tr (1st corner), 2 ch, *3 tr, 2 ch, 3 
tr into next 2 ch space, 2 ch* repeat 
from * to * twice (4 corners have been 
completed), si st into top of 3 ch. 

Row 3: si st across to 1 st 2 ch space 
of previous row, 3 ch, 2 tr, 2 ch, 3 tr 
(1st corner), 2 ch, *3 tr into next 2

Row 22: si st across top of 2 tr, si st 
into 2 ch space, 3 ch, 2 tr, 2 ch, into

tr, 2 ch, into next 2 ch space* repeat 
from * to * until last 2 ch space, 2 ch, 

1 tr into top of 3rd ch of previous row.

Half treble crochet: htr. - known in US as half double crochet 
Pass yarn over hook, insert hook into top two loops of stitch, the same as 
in treble crochet pass yarn over and pull a loop through stitch, creating 3 
loop on hook, pass yarn over hook and draw through all loops on the hook.
